To settle the confusion over the in- 


come tax section of the new revenue, 
experts of tbe treasury department 
have made the following compilation of 
taxes that will be pnid by married men 
uuiler provisions of the new bill: 


Two thousand dollars Income 1« «c- 


enipt from taxation. 


Three thousand dollars income pays 


Four thousand Income pays $40. 
Five thousand pays $80. 
Sis thousand pays $180. 
Seven thousand pays $180. 
Ten thousand pays $355. 
Twelve thousand pays $495. 
Fifteen thousand pays $730. 
Twenty thousand pays $1,180. 
Fifty thousand pays $4,780. 
One hundred thousand pays $14,180. 
One million pays $400.180. 
Ten million pays $4,SS5,1SO. 
The maximum is reached on $100,- 


000,000. Anybody having that income 
must pay $49,SS5,1SO 1ft tax, or just un- 
der 50 per cent- 


In the case of a single man there Is 


an increase of $20 on all these amounts. 
lie will be taxed $20 on a thousand 
dollar income, ?40 on $3.000, $60 on 
?4,000 and so on. 


These computations are based on an 


j interpretation that the proposed law 


continues tho present income tax law 
and its rates in force and merely super- 
imposes additional war taxes. There 
fore to figure out the tax on any par- 
ticular income it is necessary to ascer- 
tain first the tax at present levied and 
then add the proposed new tax to that 
amount. 


There is further complication on f.c- 


count of lowering: the exemption. This 
problem can be simplified, however, l>y 
following the rule that incomes up to 
and inclnditis: S3.000 for married per- 
sons and ?3,OUO for single persons will 
pay only the present tax rate of 2 per 
ceut. 


Their increase Is only the sinKle one 


of lowered exemption and not the dou- 
ble burden of lowered exemption and 
Increased rate that will fall upon in- 
comes above $4.000. 


How a Married Man Figure*. 


A. married person with an income of 


53,000 figures his tax in tbe following 
manner: 


Income, $3,000; exemption, $2,000; lln- 


blo for tax, $3,000; rate, 2 per cent; 
total, $20. A $4,000 Income pays 2 per 
cent on $2,000. A $5,000 Income figures 
the tax a°. follows: Total income, $5.- 
000; exemption, $2.000; liable for tax. 
S3.000. Two per cent tax on the $2,OOO 
between two and four thousand, due 
to the lowering of exemption, equals 
$40. 
New 4 per ceut tax on the $1,000 


between four and five thousand equals 
•?40; total tax, ?30. 


A. $7,000 income is figured as follows: 


Exemption, $2,000; liable for tar, $5,- 
000, two thousand being the amount 
between two and four thousand on ac- 
count of lowered exemption, charged 
at 2 per cent equaling $40; $3,000 be- 
ing the amount between four and sev- 
en thousand, charged at 4 per cent, 
equaling $120; surtax of 1 per cent on 
$2.000 being the amount above $5,000 
wbere surtaxes begin, $20. Total tax, 
$180. 


In the debates there have been con- 


fusion" nnd difference among members 
on how to figure the income tax. .Rep- 
resentative Fordney, ranking Republic- 
an member of the ways and means 
committee, gave a different Interpreta- 
tion In his speech from that of the 
Democratic majority understanding 
and the treasury ruling. The point of 
difference applied chiefly to small in- 
comes, whether the first $2,0,00 of in- 
come above the exemption would pay 
at the present rate of 2 per cent or the 
new rate of 4 per cent. 


According to the Fordney interpreta- 


tion, a $."5,000 income of a married man 
would pay $-10, a $4,000 income $80 and 
a $5,000 income $120.

one exploring expedition, in Venezuela 
that at midnight, when the turtles 
•were being -watched by the naturalists, 
the great mass of crea; ires went back 
into the waters without laying, leaving 
but a few of their companions behind 
them to act as sentinels. 


At half past 2 in the morning, at tbe 


moment ivlien tho Southern Cross 
seemed exactly perpendicular to the 
horizon, a great motion was perceived 
on the shore of the river, and the tur- 
tlc6 came out in battalions. They scat- 
tered rapidly in all directions, dug 
holes in the aand, deposited their e?g.s 
and then covered up the places, taking 
great pains to leave the surface smooth 
and flat as they had found it—Argo- 
naut.

Submarine Torpedoes. 


Launching a torpedo from a subma- 


rine is simple. The torpedo fits closely 
in a tube or cylinder, with an opening 
at tho rear made airtight when closed. 
At the desired moment there is a dis- 
charge of cordite and the torpedo Is on 
Its way. 


When the torpedo Is projected from 


a ship or boat Into tho water n lever 
13 thrown back, admitting air Into tho 
engines, causing the propellers to re- 
volve and drive the torpedo ahead. 
The torpedo travels under water at a 
high rate of speed. It carries n. largo 
charge of explosive, which is Ignited 
on the torpedo striking any hard gub- 
stancc, such as the hull of n ship. 


The distance tho tube is submerged 


depends on the target, but the nearer 
the surface tbe more effective.

COAST PATROL 


Picked Line of Sea Planes For 


Defense (gainst Germany. 


BY Rear Admiral Robert E. Peary, U. 


S. N., of the Vigilante*. 


Chairman of 'he National Aerial Patrol

T 


HE plan to establish an aerial 


coast patrol, consisting of a 
chain of aviation stations, one 


at every fifty or 100 miles along our 
coast?, is developing fast. The inex- 
orable lo£i<- of actual events is work- 
!„<• po^erfullj for it. The public in- 
terest in the plan has been great. 
«nd the co-operation of the commie- 
>ion has been sought by communities 
tnd groups of individuals throughout 


the country who 
wish to establish 
stations In their 
localities. 


At the time the 


plan for the ae- 
rial coast patrol 
was 
proposed, 


about two years 
ago. International 
conditions were 
much 
different, 


no unattended 
war submarine 
had crossed the 
Atlantic, and the 
possibility of a 


lubmarine making such a crossing was 
denied by most people. Including some 
high, naval authorities. 
In outlining 


tbe plans for the aerial coast patrol 
•n-e decided, therefore, on a bare skele- 
ton organization, allowing only one 
aeroplane in connection with each 
unit. 


Tbe revolutionary changes that have 


taKen place make it necessary to ex- 
rend tbo plan, Increasing the number 
cf aeroplanes to each unit to four. 


The aerial coast patrol is to provide 


« continuous picket line of seaplanes 
or flying boats fifty miles or more off 
shore around our entire coasts, from 
•Eastport, Me., to Brownsville, Tex., 
*nd from San Diego, Cal., to Cape 
'Flattery, 'vTash., each machine travel- 
ing back and forth over its section, or 
"beat," a winged sentinel, forming a 
cordon, a continuous line of whirring 
shuttles, weaving a blanket of protec- 
tion around the country. 


By means of the wireless, Informa- 


tion as to the character, number and 
apparent destination of approaching 
ships will be transmitted to the shore 
stations and from these to Washing- 
ton, whence if the ships are hostile or- 
ders will issue directing the move- 
ments of our fleet and the submarine 
squadrons for the preparation of the 
coast defenses and for the concentra- 
tion of troops if necessary, while re- 
serve planes hurrying out will keop 
the approaching craft under continuous 
iuspect'on while themselves invisible. 


Such a system is a departure. The 


lite of It exists nowhere at present, 
and yet it Involves no new principle, 
bur is simply the utilization and multi- 
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plication of the known capabilities of a 
single seaplane. 


Had there been such a system round 


the British isles the Lusitauia horror 
would not have occurred. 


Let us note the advantage of thij 


system In war now that war has been 
declared. This advance notice of the- 
approach of the enemy is the first step. 
In modern warfare hours and even 
minutes may spell victory. The cueun 
Is still unaware that his approach is 
known, for the sentinel seaplane wa-> 
Invisible to him. With the next s>tep :i 
cloud of seaplanes sweep out In such 
numbers as to overwhelm and destroy 
the enemy's aeroplanes, leading him 
blinded. Then follow the squadrons of 
great battle tnpianes, each machine 
carrying several tons of high explo. 
sives to drop upon the hostile fleet 
You can imagine the result. 


We should have at a minimum not 


less than 2,000 hydroaeroplanes avail- 
able on each coast, and v, o should h*\ e 
an aviator class in numbers like our 
present chauffeur class. 


This is a matter of pressing indi- 


vidual interest to Philadelphia, to 
Baltimore, to Washington, to Portland, 
to Seattle and other cities. In an avia- 
tion sense these cities are just as much 
coast cities ns >."ew Yoik, or Boston, or 
Norfolk, or San Francisco. 


In the present development of th« 


science of aviation a tramp steamship 
with a squadron of aeroplanes and a 
few tons of high explosives, creeping 
in shore in thick weather, might rum 
any one of these cities m a single 
night. 


The coast patrol, however, Is but one 


feature of the country's needed acria! 
development To obtain that develop- 
ment, to give us an air service sufficient 
for our protection, to secure for us that 
vital command of the nir, there is one 
basic thing which we should have now 
A department of aeronautics, separate 
from and independent of both the a rmj 
and the navy, its head a member of the 
presidential cabinet in full and undi- 
vided control of a comprehensive aero 
coast defense svstem, which our pe- 
culiar geographical position and ex- 
tended coast line render imperative; of 
a system of aviation training schools, 
located in each of the principal geo- 
graphical division? of the country, and 
of the civil and commercial avenues of 
aeronautic usefulness. 


With our resources and mechanicil 


genius under the spur of concentrated 
and undivided attention, such a depart- 
ment may in the near future be more 
vital to our national safety and in- 
tegrity tt/yj either the navy or the 
army.

"There Is a new psychology of work. 


One of its most Inspiring principles is 
that the man who makes a failure on 
one job is likely to make a success of 
the job of an opposite type, assuming, 
of course, that he falls In the face of 
real effort. This Is the significance of 
failure: It points the way to an occu- 
pation which means success. Failure 
to a willing mac Is merely misplace- 
ment on his Job. Failure at one Job Is 
not a calamity; It is an Indication. Ev- 
ery failure is a guidepost to success. 


''Fortunately some employers are be- 


ginning to understand this. When a 
man fails in one job they shift him 
to another of an opposite type. And 
If the worker Is not lazy or dishon- 
est he usually succeeds. No foreman 
••hould be allowed to discharge a man. 
lie should merely report to a central 
office that the man is not successful on 
his particular kind of work. In an- 
other department he may break rec- 
ords. To flre a man who has failed at 
one job Is poor business. The shifting 
of failures means the making of suc- 
cesses."

he is a cannoneer he can ride without 
the trouble of caring for horses. Tbe 
science involved also appeals to an In- 
telligent man. He must know about 
explosives, fuses, range, trajectory, ve- 
locity, and so on, and. what is more, 
knowledge here is fighting power. 


Nerve is an essential element in the 


makeup of a good cannoneer. His gun 
or his battery may be a target for a 
half dozen enemy guns or batteries. 
It may be the last delense of a vital 
point, and the-enemy, aware of this 
fact, lets loose every bolt at command 
in order to crush It. 


The charging enemy may flank the 


zone swept by shells and invade the 
battery, bayonet in hand, even saber 
and pistol. The artillerist is not arm- 
ed for rough and rumble combat, but 
he lias sponge staff, handbar, saber 
and maybe shells loaded to be burled 
as hand grenades. It is a melee, a 
fight to the finish, and if successful, 
the assailants driven off, the cannon- 
eers, the shell carriers, the drivers who 
rallied to save the guns, must resume 
action, find the new range, sight the 
pieces and fire "as cool as if on pa- 
rade" or score no hits.

sive method of highway accounting Is 
evident In order that taxpayers may 
not be misled concerning the total ei- 
pense of suclt work, says the Amer- 
ican Highway. The Iowa state high- 
way commission haa had considerable 
difficulty In finding out what the coun- 
ties in that state have b°en spending, 
because of this failure to have a com- 
plete system of accounts.

many American visitors

T?he swift transition from tropical 


fronderlands to the cool highlands of 
Costa Rica, with their fine coffee 
lantations, wonderful old Spanish 
Hies, their visions of distant moun- 
kin peaks and volcanoes, and sur- 


, assing vistas across gorges thou- 


inds of feet in depth, gorges whose 
ides are cloaked with primeval for- 
sts, is one of the amazing features 
f the railroad journey from Port 
/imon on the Caribbean sea to San 
me, the capital of Costa Rica. 
The railroad line was constructed 


fnder the direction of Mr. Minor 
C. Keith. It is one of the great rail- 
g"ay engineering feats of ttie world. 
Within a distance of sixty miles one 
passes from a jungle paradise where- 
in are seen brilliantly colored birds 
af many kinds up to a lofty plateau 
region where the climate is like that 
of eternal spring. 


Happily many Americans are gam- 


ing personal acquaintance with the 
quaint cities and interesting peoples 
t>f the Latin American republics, 
many persons took the railway over 
the Costa Rican Cordilleras this 
year. Indeed a new chapter in Costa 
Rican travel was ushered in when 
the palatial steamers, Tenadores, 
Pastores 
and Calamares of 
the 


United Fruit Company's fleet, were 
specially chartered to bring Amer- 
>can visitors to these green shores. 
Special steamers, every little while, 
Bra something new to Costa Rica. 
The visitors, who come from all 
parts of the U. S. A- were enter- 
tained in fine style. Special trains 
with observation coaches met them 
at th« wharves and carried them op 
to San Jose. 


The ride is one of the s»st thrill- 


tng in the world. A mile below the 
track the roaring Rev«ntazon river 
hc-m« a ribbon of white. In a half 
<lay the visitor has ascended from 
the lowlands of the tropics, with 
their giant ferns, orchids in bloom, 
peat forest's, villages, banana plan- 
tations, orange and cocoa groves, to 
"ie high plateaus whero one looks 
upward to the volcanoes Turrialba, 
Mt Irarn, Poas and others. Cartago 
*« the bright, cool highland tropics, 


at 5,000 feet elevation, sits Eke a 
modern Pompeii at the base of Mt. 
Irazu. In 1910 the town was shat- 
tered by an earthquake. The ruins 
lave di-sppcared. Part of them have 
been crashed up and rolled under 
modern American steam road rollers 
to make good streets for Cartago. 
Thtis is the American spirit in evi- 
dence in Latin-America. 
Mt. Irazu 


rises 11,200 feet; Mt. Poas, another 
volcano, is not as high, 
A pistol 
shot will cause a twenty-foot up- 
heaval of the waters in the lake in 
its crater. Chirrupo Grande is 13,400 
feet, within a thousand feet of the 
height of Pike's Peak, but these 
mountains, spurs of the great Andes, 
ascend almost from the sea and so 
seem higher. 


San Jose, the capital of Costa Rica, 
is fourteen miles from Cartago, and 
on the Pacific side o? the divide. It, 
has an altitude of 3,800 feet. The 
city has many automobiles, ft has 
fine stores, well-paved streets, splen- 
did churches in Spanish architecture, 
convents, good hotels. An American 
dollar is worth $2 60 to $2.80 Costa 
Rica money. Except for imported 
articles, the Costa Rica dollar, called 
the colon, will bny about as much 
as an American dollar will in the 
States. 
The finest public building in Costa 
Rica is the National Theatre in San 
Jose. It cost $1,000,000 gold without 
its furnishings. The exterior is in 
white marble. The interior is both 
in white and colored marble. The 
foyer is a splendid work of art in 
Louis XVI style. Mahogany furnish- 
ings, sculptures 
hi marble 
and 
bronze, mural pamtings, tapestnoc 
and gold plate enamels contribute to 
the magnificence of the structure. At 
.the National Museum in San Jose are 
j ancient Indian potteries, gold and 
[silver filigrees. The wild Talamanca 
Indians mine their crpld for orna- 
ments. 
Stuffed specimens of the 


country are exhibited. In the Na- 
tional Penitentiary are woodworking 
and other shops. Twenty years is 
the longest sentence in Costa Rica, 
even for murder. The National Li- 
brary is in San Jojte. There are uni- 
versities both in Jan Jore and Car- 
tago.

A measure which perhaps mor«* than 


any other passed by the legislature and 
signed by the governor at the last ses- 
| .sion, 
is 
the Township School law, 


• which completely changes the system

J public schools in the state, has con- 
tinued with many changes but essen- 
tially on the earns lines. 
While the 


boundaries of school districts are to 
remain aa 
at 
present except when 


changed by a vote of th« voters, the 
old 
system 
of

j abolished and 
no 
district has 
any 


longer complete supervision of school 
[affairs in its boundaries. In place of 
the trustees there will be a town board 
of education, who will hax-e practically 
complete supervision of all school af- 
fairs. 
The main provisions 
of 
the 


law, -which is now in effect, are as fol- 
lows: 


A town will have a. town board of 


education, the first members to be 
elected at a meeting: of the present 
school trustees and the board of edu- 
cation of the High school to be held 
on the second Tuesday in June, and is 
to consist of five members, of which 
but fhree may be from the sanr? dis- 
trict. This meeting is held at « place 
designated by the 
district superin- 


tendent. 


The town.board of education meets 


for organization on the first day of 
August, when it will elect a president 
and appoint a clerk and a treasurer. 
The town collector will also be the 
school tax collector. The board of 
education has the same power over 
the schools and school property now 
held by trustees, and will hire the 
teachers for the schools of the town. 


The expenses of running the schools 


o£ the town will till be put into one 
budget and raised by a. tax upon all 
the property 
in the town, one ratio 


covering entire 
town. 
In fact, for i 


taxing purposes there are no districts] 
—all property shares equally 
in

The annual school meeting will here- | 


often he held on the first Tuesday in 
May, 
between the hours of 9 and 


o'clock, for the election by ballot of 
members of the town board of educa- 
tion who expire at that time. The 
first members elected this year will 
hold office as follows: Two for one 
year, two for two years and one for 
three years. 


The llrst day of August the offices of 


school trustee, clerk, collector and any 


] other district oflicers are abolished and 
' a l l the management of the schools 


I pusses into the hands of the town 
board of education. 


This board determines in what dis- 


tricts in tho town school shall be main-

.school building moved to a new site if 
convenience and circumstances seem 
to the members to call for it. 


One of the most omportnnt provi- 


sions of the ne'.v law IK the consolida- 
tion of the school property an at the 
same time saving to the taxpayers of 


[ each district the money value they 
have i'Ut into the m-bool in equipment, 
library, apparatus, etc. This is to be 
determined by appraisers, who shall 
be ihe supervisor 
i>L" the 
town, 
the 


president nf the town board of educa- 
tion ami the district superintendent, 
nnd must be made within the tirst 
year. 
The value of the school prop- 


erty In each district shall be credited 
to such district, and charged against 
the town to tie raised by tax upon the 
town same as other town taxes, but 
may be done in live, annual install- 
ment*. The appraisers shall determine 
th<> credit to be allowed to each dis- 
trict and apportion the amount among 
tin- owners of the taxable property in 
the districts in the ratio of their sev- 
eral jissessmeniH on the town assess- 
ment roll, ar.d tho town board of edu- 
cation shall issue to each of such own- 
ers 
11 oertillcatr of credit which shall 


be pnyal'le only out of moneys raised 
by tax t'or the p;t\ mcnt of the charge 
against the town on account of the 
school property acquired by the tovvn.

LISPING AND STUTTERING. 


Children Should Bo Taught How to Us* 


Their Speech Organs. 


Lisping may be caused by a lack of 


practice In the organs of speech. Stut- 
terers are recruited largely from the 
ranks of the lispers. Children imitate 
the slovenly and disagreeable lan- 
guage of their elders. 


Among the causes of lisping, in ad- 


dition to the wrong use of speech or- 
gans, are abnormal teeth, lips, tongue, 
jaw or palate. Some cases are appar- 
ently due to carelessness or haste in 
reproducing speech sounds. 


Lisping Is not to bp considered ab- 


normal unless it noticeably persists 
beyond tho nge of five or six year*. 
Usually the tendency to slur over 
words disappears rapidly in the upper 
grades of school. Fully one-fourth of 
the children entering school suffer 
from this speech defect. 


Many educators arsue that the first 


months of school should be given over 
to exercises in oral language intended 
to form correct habits of speo.-h. They 
claim that the. anxious haste of the 
primary teacher to teach children to 
read is unJustJIied and maintain that 
If one-half of the time used for phonic 
drills were devoted to voice cultivation 
many cases of stuttering would be pre- 
vented.—Pittsburgh Press.

Massachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Is- 
land, Xew York. Xew Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Wisconsin, Minnesota and ui 
Quebec and Ontario. 


There is no known cure for it It 


killa the white pines infected, and it 
spreads steadily. The spores or seeds 
are blown from diseased pines to cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes. 
They 


germinate on the leaves of these 
bushes. The leaves then produce mil- 
lions of spores or seeds of the disease, 
which are blown by the wind from the 
bushes to the pines, and these, even 
those several miles distant from the 
nearest bushes, are Infected, become 
diseased and die. 


The white pines in New England are 


worth $73,000,000, In the la* states 
$00,000,000, in western states $CO,000,- 
000 and in the national forests $30,- 
000,000, or a total of .$261,000,000. 


Unless the ravages of the white pine 


blister rust are stopped these pines 
will be destro3~ed. 


The American Forestry as&ciation 


urges people in all the regions where 
rha disease has been discovered to de- 
stroy at once all currant and goose- 
berry bushes, diseased pines and oth- 
ers exposed to infection. 
This Trill 


help stop the spread of the disease. 


The great forests of dead, and dying 


chestnut in Pennsylvania, Xew Jersey, 
Xew York, Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts stand today mute but convincing 
witnesses to the fact that such dis- 
eases must be checked, if at all, In 
their early stages. 


The pine growth of this country la 


far more valuable than the chestnut 
ever was, nnd the damage the blister 
rust may do Is accordingly greater 
than the injury that has been or can 
be wrought by the chestnut blight. 
But experience proves that the rav- 
ages of the blister rust can be. if taken 
in season, stopped much easier than I 
the chestnut blight. In a number of 
places where started It has been near- 
ly or entirely eradicated. 
May the 


pine forests of America be saved and 
not neglected as the chestnut until It 
Is too late'—Tree Talk.
